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PARADING HERALLEGED POVERTY 
TO THE COUNTRY. 
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Mrs, Lincoln Exhibits Herself as a Mendicant, While 
She Holds Thousands n Bonds and Cash— 
The Disagreeable Task of Unmasking a 
Weak Woman's Silly Imposture. 


SPRINGFIELD, 11]1., November 26.—The news re 
eently sent out from New York about Mrs. Lincoln’: 
financial condition and wants bas created some un- 
comfortable feelings here among her relatives and 
acquaintances. They ullege that, prompted by a 
morbid and constantiy apprehensive state of mind, 
she has sought occasion to excite sympathy and has 
impressed pcople with an idea that she isin auveedy 
While they would be glad to see her re- 
ceive something from the yovernmient Commensu- 
rate with the public obligation to her illustrious 
husband, they say that her means are sufficient for 
actual needs. has sumewhere uear 
invested in bonds, and this, with the 
$5,000 paid to her annually by the govern- 
ment, leaves her beyond the reach of want.

He made 2 earetul adjusunenut of everything, puid 
off the debts, relieved tue widow of all emvuarrass- 
ment, gave her w couple of Hhousand dollars in hand 
for use, aud invested the net balance, 300,000, in 6 
per cent, United States bonds, Congress, as before 
stuied, gave heran annuity of $3,000, which adued 
to the interest ou Une $00.00, gave her an income of 
Wu year. Besides this sue sold a piece of Chi- 
property to her sou Robert, the payments to be 
mouthly, at the rate of $125 a mouth, thus 
udding $1,500 a year muvre to her income. In this 
way it happened that, during herstay in Luroepe, 
her annual income was 3,100 u year. 

After her return fiom Burope her son, the present 
secretary of war, decided to ask her to accept the 
entire balance on the Chicago property, and she 
did acceptit. Thisadded a tittie more to her in- 
vesuuent, but noviiug ot any considerable import- 
wuce sad Windom funding scheme cut down 
$5,000 of her bonds from 6 per cent lo 34%, and the 
other $4,000 now draws literest atthe rate of 4 per 
cent, Butsinee she returued from burope, aud ap 
tothe Ist of November, she hud saved $0,000 out of 
her income, Which sum has also been ndded tu her 
juvestinent.
